Perry’s correspondence last week, but it 
is so full of the gospel of good sense and 
sound business, it is so well worthy of 
the attention of our readers in the south, 
and we so sincerely hope that they will 
give heed to its suggestions, that we re- 
publish it herewith:

Owing to the depression in the money 
affairs of the country, we have all, more 
or less, been forced to temporarily adopt

A FEW weeks ago we published a table 
showing the advanced insurance rates 
lately put in force by the board compa- 
nies on the mills of Minneapolis. Com- 
menting on these rates, which, in some 
cases, are practically prohibitive, we re- 
ferred to the disgraceful ‘condition of af- 
fairs shown by the report of the grand 








jury to existin the Minneapolis fire de- 
partment, and said that we thought it 
highly probable that a portion of the ad- 
vance, at least, was due to this. The 
Minneapolis Journal, coming to the de- 
fense of the fire department, maintained 
that the boodlers were not responsible for 
the advance, but that it was entirely ow- 
ing to the fact that the insurance compa- 
nies had been losing money and had de- 
termined to advance rates everywhere. 
It made the broad statement that insur- 
ance rates in Minneapolis were no higher 
than elsewhere, and the logical inference 
to be drawn from its argument was that 
the more rotten, corrupt and disgraceful 
the fire department, the better the insur- 
ance people were pleased, and the more 
consideration they were apt to show the 
insured. In this rather singular position 
it was endorsed by several “leading in- 
surance agents,’’ who, by the way, neglect- 
ed to have their names given in connec- 
tion with the generic title, and may or 
may not have existed in the imagination 
of the reporter, who quoted them in order 
to give verisimilitude to an otherwise un- 
supported statement.

AT THE time, we did not possess the 
facts as to rateselsewhere, and, therefore, 
were notin position to refute the state- 
ment as to the rates in Minneapolis being 
the same as those at other points. We 
are not undertaking now to speak of the 
general rates, but confine ourselves to in- 
surance on flour mills, and here we think 
we can prove that Minneapolis is called 
on by the board companies to pay higher 
rates on her flour mills than any other 
flour-producing city, town or village in 
the country. Since the question came up, 
we have obtained reliable reports on this 
subject from our correspondents at vari- 
ous milling points, and give them below. 
Let us see how well these beur out the 
statement of the Journal and its ‘“‘lead- 
ing insurance agents.” In Minneapolis 
the new rates vary from a minimum of 3 
cents to a maximum of 6.10. Of twenty- 
two mills given, five pay between 3 and 4 
cents, eight between 4 and 5 cents, seven 
between 5 and 6 cents, and two 6 cents 
and over. The average would be about 
4.6 cents.

BEFORE the mill rates elsewhere are 
considered, it is wellto remember that, as 
a group, the mills of Minneapolis are 
probably the finest in the world, size, 
equipment and capacity considered. Al- 
most every mill on the Falls has recently 
been remodeled. They are habitually kept 
in splendid condition and are run to full 
capacity. Not one on the list can becon- 
sidered as obsolete. In remodeling and 
in keeping the equipment up to the best 
modern standard, particular attention 
has been given toinsurance requirements. 
Every possible precaution against fire is 
taken, sprinklers are generally in use, in 
short, the risk of fire is minimized. There 
has not been a serious fire in the milling 
district for thirteen years. It may truly 
be said that most of the mills are close 
together. Propinquity might explain the 
higher rates were it not that the Pillsbury 
A mill, located on the east side and stand- 
ing practically alone, is rated at 4.3 
cents, while the Pillsbury B, in the very 
heart of the district, surrounded on all 
sides by other mills, gets arate of 3 cents,

ACCORDING to our reports, which are re- 
liable, the board rates forthe mills at the 
head of the lakes are about 3.5 cents; at 
Milwaukee, 3.75 cents; at Toledo, maxi- 
mum 3 cents, minimum 2.25cents; at In- 
dianapolis, brick mills, 4 to 4.25, frame, 5 
to 5.5; at Nashville, Tenn., from 3.5 to 
4.1; at St. Louis, rates on three mills, tak- 
en at random, 2.6, 3.6 and 3.45; at 
Rochester, N. Y.,3.

THE WEEK. 


Our editorial columns show the fallacy of the re- 
cent statement by a local paper that insurance 
rates on Minneapolis mills are no higher than 
those on mills in other places. 

. Minneapolis mills lessened their output the past 
week, owing to dull trade, sales for the week be- 
ing comparatively light. 

At Boston no business was done in round lots, 
the trade being confined to the immediate wants 
of buyers. 

Our Liverpool cablegram states that that mar- 
ket is extremely quiet, though values are not quot- 
ably lower. 

At Baltimore much of the recent good feeling 
had departed, and, while the trade would buy 
freely at lower figures, it was not willing to pay 
existing rates. 

Little disposition to operatein excess of current 
wants was shown at Philadelphia, but a fair trade 
in the aggregate was done, at quite firm prices. 

The output at St. Louis was heavy, though 
smaller than in the preceding week. Less life was 
visible in the flour trade, especially in the export 
branch of it. 

Superior and Duluth mills made a heavy run, 
but did not find that the situation had brightened 
much, if at all, sales falling considerably short of 
the output. 

Michigan mills did a large business, both in 
flour and feed, and were well sold ahead. Receipts 
of wheat were larger, and the mills generally 
ground heavily. 

Most Indiana and Kentucky millers reported a 
brisk business, though a few were not sofortunate.

THE BLACK WEEVIL. 


A Grain Pest Discovered in the Agricult- 
ural Exhibits at Chicago Which 
Threatens Serious Damage. 

A serious grain pest, known as the black 
weevil, has been found in the cereal ex-

Not only does the invasion of the black 
weevil into a northern clime affect the 
farmer, but it also vitally concerns the 
miller, for cases are on record where hu- 
man beings have suffered fatally from the 
use of flour made of wheat badly infested 
with species very closely allied to the black 
weevil. 

Figure C shows thematureinsect. Itis 
about one-eight of an inch long, with four 





light brown or reddish spots at the cor- 
ners of the wing-cases. The surface of 
the body is indented and upon the wing- 
cases these indentations are arranged in 
rows. The mouth-parts areat the end of 
a long snout and the antennz elbow from 
this snout. The eggs are small, elongate 
and translucent. 

The larva is shown in figure A, and 
when full grown is about one-eighth of 





aninch long. It is a footless grub, with 
a white body and brown head. The body 
is nearly cylindrical, and along the back 
is broader than it is beneath. 

Figure B shows the pupa, which is of 
about the same length as the larva. It is 
of a light color, and the autennae, fore 
legs and wing cases are visible, the pos- 
terior legs being partly folded beneath the 
wing cases.

Mr. Kent reports the Ogilvie mill, 
as rebuilt under the direction of Frank 
Swanton, formerly of Minneapolis, to be 
one that ranks with the best in the coun- 
try, both as tocompleteness of equipment 
and results obtained. 

L. H. Homrighausen, who operates a 
mill at Wheatland, Ia., put in Thursday 
here, looking about the mills, elevators, 
etc. He was on his way to Eckel, Minn., 
to investigate theinducements offered for 
the building of a mill there.

chines while in the city. Of these, 5 go to 
the Pillsbury A, 6 to the Washburn A, 6 
to the Washburn B, 11 to the Washburn 
C, and 2 to the Consolidated mill A. The 
Wabasha Roller Mill Co. also takes 2, and 
the Eagle Milling Co. 1. Mr. Dobson cer- 
tainly made a great many friends for his 
dresser while he was in Minneapolis. 

The Dakota millis moving along steadi- 
ly with the procession, gradually increas- 
ing itsoutput. When the National Milling 
Co, took this mill, remodeling it by the 
introduction of plansifters and other 
machinery, there was serious question in 
the minds of outsiders as to where power 
was to be obtained for it in the winter. 
Afterstarting, however, low waterseemed 
to give no trouble, the power required to 
run it being so small that the limited 
supply of water cut little figure. 

The old case of the Columbia Mill Co. 
vs the National Bank of Commerce, to re- 
cover $7,545,paid out on theendorsement 
of Leo Heilpern, at the time he was book- 
keeper of the company, came up in the 
district court last week for asecond trial, 
but was re-set for Dec. 11. Heilpern is 
now in state’s prison for the part he took 
in the matter. On the first trial the com- 
pany secured a verdict for $8,188, but the 
state supreme court reversed the decision 
and ordered a new trial. 

The chamber of commerce will hold its 
annual election tomorrow. The officers 
to be chosen are a president, to succeed 
C. A. Pillsbury; vice president, to succeed 
J.H. Martin; five directors, to succeed E. 
Cardin, C. M. Harrington. F. W. Com- 
mons, 8S. D. Cargill and W. D. Gregory; 
two members of the board of arbitration, 
to succeed P. B. Smith and G. D. Rogers; 
two members of the board of appeals, to 
succeed James Marshall and S. J. Austin. 
The secretary and treasurer are elected 
by the board of directors. 

H. Steenerson, of Crookston, Minn., has 
asked the state railway commission to 
cause the Great Northern road to reduce 
its rates on grain one-third from all sta- 
tions in Polk, Marshall and Kittson 
counties to Minneapolis and Duluth. The 
complainant alleges that there has been 
no substatial reduction of ratesin the 
past three years, whilethe value of wheat 
and other grains has decreased about 
half and alllabor nearly in proportion; 
that the labor cost of operating defend- 
ant’s railroad has been reduced from 20 
to 40 per cent and the cost or value of de- 
fendant’s railroad and equipment has de- 
creased more than 20 percent. On this 
account he holds that the rates of the 
road are not only unreasonably high, but 
are unequal and unjust ascompared with 
the average charge for freight by rail- 
roads in this state under similar circum- 
stances and conditions as to cost of car- 
riage.

The San Francisco Commercial News 
says that the wheat crop of Oregon will 
exceed public estimate. if any reliance is 
to. be placed upon the judgment of indi- 
viduals who have made careful surveys 
of the situation. One of these authorities 
maintains that the yield will be nearer 
80,000,000 than 18,000,000 bus, as has 
been frequently estimated in the press and 
in dispatches. 











CURRENT MAILS. 


Otto Doebler, Cannon Falls, Minn., Sept. 
30: ‘‘We find the domestic flour market 
on all grades better than the export. Are 
running at full capacity. Can make plenty 
of sales, but prices bid are too low forthe 
present price of wheat.” 

Milan, Minn., Milling Co., Sept. 30: 
“Business is fairly good with us. We are 
receiving numerous enquiries and offers 
for flour, at fair prices. Buyers here are 
paying 2c above the market for wheat, 
which places us at a disadvantage in 
making prices. The feed market is very 
good.”’ 

E. A. Morrison, De Smet,S. D., Sept. 30: 
“We are running full time on new wheat. 
The flour trade is very quiet. Wheat re- 
ceiptsare very light for this time of year. 
The price today is 46c¢ for No. Lnorthern. 
Think receipts will continue light, unless 
the market improves. Farmers, without 
an exception, will hold all they can.” 

Frankfort (S. D.) Milling Co., Oct. 
“Milling business is good, so far as home 


trade is concerned, but eastern and for- 
eign trade seems to be well supplied. Ke- 


ceipts of wheat are very light, compared 
with those of other years. Farmers are 
very reluctant about selling at present 
prices unless forced to. We think fully 
one-third of the crop is marketed here al- 
ready, however, and threshing is about 
finished.”’ 

Fergus Flour Mills. Fergus Falls, Minn., 
Sept. 29: “We find the flour market rath- 
er dull. The mills are generally running to 
full capacity. The new wheat is very light 
in yield, but good in quality. We think 
with age it will make a better flour than 
the last crop did. The farmers appearto 


have again imbibed the “hold your 
wheat” spirit, and many defer threshing 
to avoid being obliged to sacrifice, as 


they term it. There is considerable wheat 
two years old in the hands of the farm- 
ers.”” 

L.C. Porter Milling Co., Winona, Minn., 
Sept. 30: ‘‘We note an improvement in 
the demand for flour, also in prices, both 
at home and abroad, during the past 10 
days. We find that many buyers have 
already contracted ahead for all the sup- 
plies they will need till January, which 
makes them independent of the market. 
As long as millers pursue this course of 
loading trade up at bottom prices for 
months to come, there will be little good 
in the milling business.’’

MINNEAPOLIs, Oct. 3. 

The wheat market the past week was 
dull and narrow. Compared with a week 
ago, prices are %c lower for December, 
1\%e lowerfor May, and 1%c lower for 
cash wheat. Speculation was quiet, and 
the demand from millers was poor, ow- 
ing to the slow flour markets. Buyers 
of flour were very cautious, and, while 
their bids were free enough, millers 
claimed they were, in most cases, lower 
than the actual cost of making flour. 
This fact made them slow buyers of cash 
wheat. Receipts were free. Untiltoday, 
‘sellers had but Jittle difficulty in dispos- 
ing of their No. 1 northern wheat to ele- 
vator companiesat relatively good prices. 
Today, however, the demand from them 
dropped off largely and sellers had hard 
work to market their wheat. The falling 
offinthe demand was due to the fact that 
the Great Northern railroad would take 
but 50 cars daily, all told, from the oth- 
er roads. As theelevators of some of the 
principal buyers were located on their 
tracks, there was nothing left for them to 
do but to stop buying, except in a small 
way. Cash wheat consequently declined 
more than futures. The receipts at Minne- 
apolis last week were 1,950,040 bus, 
against 1,516,000 bus the week before. 
The total number of cars received was 2,- 
952, against 2,545 the same week last 
year. Ofthis number, 132 cars graded No. 1 
hard, 2,080 cars No. 1 northern, 434 cars 
No. 2 northern, 17 cars No. 3, 218 cars 
rejected, and 21 cars no grade. A year 
ago the inspection showed 40 cars No. 
1 hard, 939 cars No. 1 _. onorth- 
ern, 1,045 cars No. 2 northern, 154 
ears No. 3, 142 cars rejected, and 225 
cars no grade. Thereis more smut this 
year, which accounts for the increase of 
rejected. Stocks of wheat in the north- 
west increased 1,018,858 bus during the 
week, and now amount to 12,111,842 
bus, located as follows: At Minneapolis 
6,292,949 bus, at Duluth 3,493,893 bus, 
and in country elevators approximately 
2,325,000 bus. The increase in the 


latter stocks was about 600,000 
bus, some 25 per cent of what 
it was a year ago. Farmers’ sales 


last week were larger than in the previ- 
ous week, averaging 700,000 bus to 
800,000 bus daily.Country buyersshipped 
their purchases into Minneapolis and Du- 
luth as fast as possible, because of the 
high rates of interest charged for the use 
of money.- On this account, while sales 
by farmers were much lessthan they were 
a year ago, the receipts at Minneapolis 
and Duluth were but little under those of 
a year ago during the corresponding 
week. During September the spring wheat 
movement to the four principal spring 
wheat markets—Minneapolis. Duluth,Chi- 
eagoand Milwaukee—was 5,802,797 bus, 
and at the four principal winter wheat 
points—Toledo, St. Louis, Detroit and 
Kansas City—6,179,177 bus, less than it 
was ayearago. At Minneapolisand Du- 
luth the movement was larger, being 5,- 
441,860 bus at the formerand 4,936,394 
at the latter, against 5,188,745 and 4,- 
848,827 bus, respectively, last vear. The 
visible supply increased 1,835,000 bus 
during the week, and now is 60,528,000 
bus, against 47,901,000 bus. The increase 
during September was 3,288,000 bus. 
Last yearit was 12,945,000 bus, while 
during October it increased 16,737,000 
bus. Unless the receipts should pick up 
rapidly during the next six weeks, the mid- 
dle of October will find the visible supply 
but litue larger than it was a year ago, 

* while if the same ratio should be contin- 
ued, it will be considerably lower by De- 
cember. 

Wheatis now some 9c lower than it was 
two weeks ago. The legitimate, or, rath- 
er, the prospective, outlook does not point 
to any less bullish outcome than it did 
then. The leading authorities, both in 
this country and Europe, continue to say 
that the world’s wheat crop is short. 
Present large supplies, however, seem to 
be about a!l that buyers care to provide 
for under existing conditions. The senate 
is too slow in acting on the silver ques- 
tion, and, in the meantime, foreign ex- 
change is advancing too near the line 
where gold exports would again begin to 
cause them to invest their money on pro- 
spective conditions. With but little buy- 
ing ahead, the markets throughout the 
country and in Europe are dull and weak, 
with the present supply larger than the 
present demand. 

On Wednesday prices advanced 1c. For- 
eign markets were weak and lower, and 
receipts in the northwest were large. Cash 
wheat was dull, and trade in futures was 
small. Flour was very slow, and this tend- 
ed to check the heey | demand.

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change double force could handle. Street 
fairs seem to take here. Feed islower. We 
are working on old orders still.” 

Warder & Barnett, Springfield: *‘No 
wheat is offering. Farmers are seeding 
and holding for better prices. Local trade 
for flour and offalis good. The weather 
is very dry and delays seeding. Oh, fora 
rest in the senate! If they would only re- 
peal the silver bill and let the tariff bill 
alone, we would have some hope, but we 
have nothing to hope for from this ad- 
ministration, but must grin and bear it.” 

Durst Milling Co., Dayton: ‘There are 
no receipts of wheat. Have nothing new 
to write. Have plenty of orders for flour, 
but there is no money in them.” 

Orrville Milling Co., Orrville: ‘““Farmers 
are light sellers, on account of the rush of 
seeding, the ground being in excellent con- 
dition. Supplies of wheat are hard to get, 
and dealers are asking more than can be 
realized. The flour trade is fair with us, 
and we are having all we can do.” 

Carr & Brown Co., Hamilton: ‘‘Deliv- 
eries are increasing slightly. The flour 
market has eased up in the last few days. 
Politics are quiet; finances, ditto.” 

T.J. Bloom &Son,New Madison: “Some 
little wheat is coming in, but farmers are 
too busy to haul much now. Flour still 
remains at the same price, notwithstand- 
ing wheat is gradually going higher. We 
hope to see flour take an advance soon. 
We have not run any this week, on ac- 
count of getting some of our break rolls 
recorrugated. Expect to get under way 
early in the morning. The local demand 
for flour is good, and the feed trade is also 
good, at good prices. Have booked quite 
a few orders for rye flour in the past few 
weeks, at fair prices. The writer expects 
to start for Chicago tomorrow, with the 
intention of taking in the wonderful fair.”

There is very little news from the mills 
this week.

Your correspond- 
ent visited the Independence mill today 
and found it shut down for general re- 
pairs. Through the courtesy of the head 
miller, Thomas J. Walters, I learned of 
improvements which have been quietly 
going on for some time on the dam and 
race. Mr. Walters said he would take 
advantage of the shut-down to line up 
machinery, clothe purifiers and give the 
mill a good inspection. This mill is 
equipped with four doublestands of 9x24 
and two stands of 9x18 Allis rolls, also 
fivesets of 4-foot buhrs, and has a capac- 
ity of 150 bbls flour and two cars of feed 
per day. Itis not doing anexport trade. 
having a local demand for its output. 
It grinds Dakota and Minnesota wheat 
exclusively. 

Elk River Mills, Almont: ‘‘What little 
wheat is grown around here is too poor 
for milling purposes. We are doing prin- 
cipally feed, rye,and buckwheat grinding, 
and pay little attention to high grade 
flour. The mills in this section of the 
state have nearly allabandoned the man- 
ufacture of patents, on account of the 
great disadvantage at which they have 
had to work, not being able to get good 
wheat at prices that would enable them 
to compete with outside mills.” 

The owners of the Otterville mill say it 
is running steadily along, but they think 
flour is fartoo cheap. The millis situ- 
ated about five miles inland, and is very 
picturesque, being, at the same time, a 
bright little plant.

Owing to the extreme dryness of the 
soil and continued high windsin the past 
few days, considerable damage has been 
done in some parts of thestate tostacked 
wheat. Stacking is now practically com- 
pleted, and a few more days of good 
weather will see it finished. No very 
great change is reported as to the yield 
of wheat or its condition. In the north- 
eastern part of the state the average 
yield will be 20 to 25 bus per acre, grad- 
ually decreasing to 10 bus in the south 
central counties. The following average 
yields are reported from the counties 
named: Benson, 12 to 20 bus; Burleigh, 
5 to 12 bus; Cass. 6 to 10 bus; Nelson, 
10 to 12 bus; Pembina, 20 to 25 bus; 
Richland, 6 to 10 bus; Stutsman, 5 to 12 
bus, and Walsh 13 to 20 bus. 

Since the recent improvements made by 
the North Dakota Milling Association in 
its Mayville mill, it has been running 
steadily day and night, turning out 200 
bbls flour per day. The new engine re- 
cently put in is doing excellent work. The 
association is now putting in a gasoline 
engine of eight horse power to run itsele- 
vator in connection with the mill. Here- 
tofore the power was steam, taken from 
the mill boiler underground about 130 
feet to asmall engine. Wheat is moving 
very slowly at this point, though themill 
has taken in about 30,000 bus of thenew 
crop. Itis of fine quality, grading No. 1 
hard and No. 1 northern. The yield is 
light, averaging from seven and eight 
bushels to 14 and 15 bus per acre, some 
exceptional pieces going 18 and 20 bus. 
The average for the county will not ex- 
ceed 12 bus. 

The Mayville roller mill, a new grist mill 
recently completed, isclosed down, await- 
ing new power. The gasvuline engine has 
been ordered taken out by the mill com- 
pany as a complete failure, and a steam 
plant will take its place. K. G. Springer, 
of the new company, left Mayville Mon- 
day last for Chicago, to buy an enginefor 
the mill. 

Miller Bissell of the Bathgate roller 
mill, states that the machinery for the 
mill has about all been placed in position, 
and that the boilers are expected by ev- 
ery train. The mill will be ready for work 
in about two weeks. 

H. Hoecker, London, England, was 
among the foreign visitors in this city 
during the week. Mr. Hoecker is a deal- 
erin American flour, and visited Grand 
Forks for the first time, to establish clos- 
er connections in the flour trade between 
North Dakota and England. He is very 
much pleased with what he has seen of 
Grand Forks, her business people and 
milling industry. He has made frequent 
visits at the offices of the North Dakota 
Milling Association, and the North Dako- 
ta Milling Co., of this city, and leaves this 
evening for Fargo, where he will remain 
until Mondayevening and then will contin- 
ue his journey eastward and sail for En- 
gland. 

Treasurer Bull, of the Diamond Mill, 
stetes that they are running day and 
night, turning out 550 bbls daily. Also 
that their mill at Forrest Riveris running 
full time, making 150 bbls daily. They 
are running on part old and part new 
wheat, as thenewe ropiscoming in rather 
slowly, especially since prices have drop- 
ped. Today farmers are disposed to sell 
more freely, fearing a further decline in 
the market. The demand for flour, bran 
and shorts has been very good, though 
there has been a slight falling off in the 
demand for flour since the drop in wheat. 
The demand for bran and shortscontinues 
excellent, and the mill is selling all it can 
make. Farmers complain of continued 
dry weather, which makes very hard 
plowing.

noyance. An iron bridge-tree should not 
require a heavier foundation than a wood- 
en one. Still, one rarely sees any provi- 
ded for the wooden ones, any further than 
that afforded by the floors supporting 
the same, and this cause alone is suffi- 
cient to insure a poor performance of the 
gearing. Great care should be exercised 
in securing good and suitable founda- 
tions, for, unless these are ob- 
tained, neither wood nor iron con- 
struction can be expected to give 
satisfaction, and herein lies the secret 
why there are so many poorly-working 
sets of gearing, especially on the upper 
floors of mills. The vibration of floor 
joists and beams supporting the frame- 
work makes it impossible for even well- 
constructed gearing to be long-lived or 
work properly. As a rule, the basement 
gearing will outlive four sets of gears in 
the upper parts of a mill, all owing to the 
better foundations provided and avoid. 
ance of settlement. A geared mill should 
have a steel frame-work carried up from 
foundations independent of the mill house. 
But nowadays the practice of gearing the 
upper parts of a millishappily doneaway 
with by the substitution of belting and 
ropes for main drives, and more satisfac- 
tory results have been secured at a less 
cost. Still, 50 per cent of the mills build- 
ing today are too light inconstruction at 
points where the main power is carried 
up through the building, and would be 
much more serviceable if a suitable steel 
frame were provided on independent foun- 
dations to receive their strain and carry 
same independent of the mill house to suit- 
able foundations. This practice, of course, 
would only be practicable for plants of 
large capacity, where the power trans- 
mitted is considerable. 

The gearing herein illustrated is all in 
practical operation, and has all given sat- 
isfactory results, and any of the forms of 
construction here shown will work well 
in any location if properly erected. In 
selecting important and heavy gearing 
for main drives from wheels or engines, 
see that there is not too much difference 
in the diameter of the wheel and pinion. 
When speeding up a counter from a main 
line never use a gear the difference in di- 
ameters of which is greater than two to 
one, if at all possible to beavoided. Don't 
be afraid to allow a good factor ofsafety. 
Buy a gear that has ample power and 
plenty to spare. It will prove a good in- 
vestment and will not require repairs. 
Have your bridgetrees of ample strength 
and provide good, solid foundations, built 
of stone or brick, and always lay in ce- 
ment mortar and wet the brick before lay- 
ing. Never use limeand sand mortar for 
foundation piers under gearing. Always 
remember that a good gear improperly

nothing definitely reliable is 
known. In some provinces the vield is 
abundant, grain sound, and of a high 
quality; other provinces quantity above 
average, but quality poor and of light 
w eight; others again, straw plentiful, but 
comparatively little grain; in others, the 
yield on field was a fair quantity, but 
quality considerably suffered from wet 
weather and the grain having been Tost 
on the ground. The resultsof thetlresh- 
ing, so far, have only been received from 
a few of the centres. 

Toestimate approximately for this vear 
is, moreover, doubly difficult, as the area 
of winter wheat sown, having considera- 
bly suffered, has been re-sown with spring 
crops, and so far no reliable information 
has been received as to the area thus re- 
sown; therefore it is not advisable to 
make any estimate, even from previous 
years. The department of agriculture 
made a trial to estimate the ryecrop, but

that it acknowledged the figures as to- 
tally unreliable. From information § re- 


ceived from the variousinterior provinces, 
the harvest will not beso abundant as 
was generally calculated.

Sales were 
about equal to those of the previous 
week, being about 44,500 bus contract 
rye for September-October delivery, at 
64!1,.~64e, the market closing at 651%4c. 
These prices are per bushel, gross weight, 
bags included, delivered on track at Bu- 
dapest, usual terms. 

Ihe flour business shows more activity 
than it did a week ago, a consequence of 
our proportionally low prices, but by no 
means a result of a better demand from 
abroad or improved consumption here. 
Home consumers and dealers bought 
good quantities, and now a rise in prices 
isa common desire. Theexporting trade 
is lifeless, though some lots were taken at 
depressed prices. The week closes with 
the average flour quotations as follows:

VIENNA. 

At Vienna little business was done and 
the trade. both in wheat and flour, was 
almost lifeless. The Austrian millers feel 
very little inclination to buy, even at 
present exceedingly low prices, and only 
the news of Budapest mills buying large 
quantities of wheat induced them to 
make some unimportant purchases at 
the prices of the past week. Owners, 
however, do notcare to sell at these prices, 
hoping for better conditions soon. Lon- 
don advices of higher American flour 
prices raised wheat prices here five kreu- 
zer's per 100 kilos at the end of the week, 
but had no influence on buyers, who can 
get no higher prices for their flour, and 
so refuse to pay more for wheat. At the 
end of the week contract-wheat for Sep- 
tember-October delivery brings 834c, and 
for delivery next spring 87%c, on track 
at Vienna, against cash. 

Flour was low all the week. Austrian 
mills did not do much business, and have 
decreased their production. Hungarian 
Millers had quite a lively week, an espec- 
ially fair business being done with sur- 
rounding towns from their Vienna de- 


pots. Some of them raised prices, but did 
not stick to them, and many purchases 
have been made at prices lower in com- 
parison than the Budapest quotations. 
Che millers all around say that they make 


no profit on the actual prices, and that 


they now only do business to prevent idle- 
ness. but without any gain. Berlin. Ham- 
bury, Paris and all the important mar- 
kets. show the same features as Vienna 
and Budapest.

| L. H. Blanton, I am pleased to state, is 
| again at home, though not yet in a con- 
dition to give much attention to business, 
He is still very sore, but says he will be 
ready for business in a few days more. 
| His friende are very much pleased to see 
him again and know he is improving. 

We have had the pleasure, this week, of 
introducing to our Indianapolis millers 
Messrs. R. Grippeling and J. Puncke, of 
the firm of Van Der Zee & Grippeling. 
flour importers of Amsterdam, Holland. 
Asa result of their visit, lam informed 
that they will probably handle the flour 
of the George T. Evans mill of this city in 
that market. Mr. Evans is one of our 
oldest millers, and his standingis a guar- 
antee that any business done will beopen 
to the light of day and ‘‘on the square.”’ 
The visitors also called upon Mr. Bates. 
of the Indianapolis hominy mill, and I 
am advised that they expect to eventual- 
ly work up a good trade in American corn 
goods in the Holland market. In their 
work to introduce to the trade this class 
| of goods, they could not have made con- 
| nections with a mill of higher reputation 
| than the Indianapolis hominy mill. The 
| proprietors are noted for their prompt 
land careful e«ttention to business and 
their uprightness in all things. Our 
friends from Holland expressed their de- 
light in having met our millers, and I am 
sure the millers learned much of interest 
by the visit. 

Mr. Gillet, of the Acme Milling Co., In- 
dianapolis, says: ‘‘Both mills are grind- 
ing 24 hours per day, six days in the 
week; and as it has been so it will be for 
some weeks tocome, even should business 
continue as quiet as it has been during 
the past two weeks. Offerings of wheat 
are small and prices well maintained, not- 
withstanding the weakness in the larger 
markets. We note a decline in ocean 
freights and an advance in prices of ster- 
ling exchange, yet we have been unable to 
make prices that looked attractive to our 
toreign buyers, for our export sales have 
not been large. Domestic trade has been 
better than foreign. Patent has been 
easiest of sale. Low grades also were 
in demand. Straight and clear we have 
had to push, accepting figures not to our 





fancy. Feed brings about the same price 
as it did a week ago, but goes rather 
slowly.’’ 


George T. Evans, Indianapolis: ‘We 
have been going at our usual gait this 
week, turning out about our accustomed 
amount of flour. Trade is quiet, though 
we booked enough to keep us running full 
time next week. Foreign offers are lower 
again this week, and we have been able 
to accept but few. Our sales to domestic 
markets have been more the pastfew days 
than for some time. There is really but 
little to say on the general outlook forthe 


trade. It certainly is not flattering. Of- 
ferings of wheat are very light. Farmers 


apparently are not selling freely at all, for 
country dealers are not offering any.” 
Blanton Milling Co., Indianapolis: ‘We 
have been running full time this week. 
Trade with us is quiet. Offers for flour 
have been below what we could accept. 
Domestic offers were, with us, a shade

better than foreign. Have booked but a 
fair number of orders. Wheat we find hard 
to get. Noneis offered by country ship- 
pers. Farmers’ deliveries at the mill are 
very light. We look for a freer movement 
in a couple of weeks now, as farmers will 
have, by that time, finished seeding, and 
tax-paying time will then be close at 
hand.” 

Among the millers in our city this week 
were J. E. Loughry, Monticello; George 
Hawks, Goshen; Amos Thornburg, Mar- 
tinsville, and J. G. Wolf, Carthage. 

The stock of wheat in store today is 
287,443 bus. Car wheat received was 
42,700 bus. The output of Indianapolis 
mills for the week was 18,800 bbls.’’ 

Mr. Hobbs, representing the Kanawha 
dispatch, tells me that the Chesapeake & 
Ohio steamship line will have all six of 
its boats in service in October. One will 
sail early in October for Liverpool and 
one Oct. 10 for London. He reports pros- 
pects good for the new line.

Blish Milling Co., Seymour: ‘“‘We are 
in operation atfull capacity, filling orders 
taken at a time when prices were morein 
line with worth of the goods wanted than 
they are today. Even feed buyers are 
trying to bear the market on thestrength 
of recent big rains, but. as they doubtless 
have found millers’ order books already 
comfortably filled, do not think they are 
meeting with much success. The west 
willhave a localdemand forfeed this year 
that will do much toward keeping prices 
at a good figure. Opportune rains have 
put the ground in fine condition to com- 
plete fall sowing, and our farmers are 
hurrying this work along, so that but 
little wheat has been moving for the past 
10 days.”’ 

IF. E. C. Hawks, Goshen: ‘*The weather 
the past week has been very favorable for 
vusiness. Farmers, having finished seed- 
ing, have been very free sellers of wheat. 
the receipts at Goshen, for instance, sole- 
ly of wagon wheat, having averaged 
5,000 bus for several days. The pricefor 
No. 2 red in this vicinity ranges at 58@ 
62¢, according to quality and location. 
Most of the wheat recently sowed is up 
and growing nicely, as we are having 
plenty of rain. The Goshen Milling Co. is 
running full time and capacity. The water 
power is very much better, and only alit- 
tle stream is being used. The eastern de- 
mand for flour is slightly better than the 
export, and a great many barrels are be- 
ing used, much to the joy of the coopers, 
who have been having a sorry time of it 
of late. Local trade for both flour and 
feed is quite active, but there is nochange 
in prices. Straight flour in paper sacks is 
being sold to grocers at $3 per bbl, and 
bran and middlings in bulk at $14 and 
$15, respectively.” 

O. W. Tresselt, Ft. Wayne; ‘All the 
mills are running daytimeexcept the Em- 
pire and City, which run day and night. 
The output forthe week was about 2,800 
bbls. Farmers are busy sowing wheat 
and very little is marketed, in conse- 
quence. We have lately had some light 
rains, sufficient to put the ground in a 
fair condition. Wheat brings 60@61c per 
bu. Millers are not feeling the light re- 
ceipts vet, as they have all their wheat 
bins well filled. Demand for flour and feed 
is good, at fair prices.” 

Terre Haute letter: ‘‘The Terre Haute 

mills have not been running nights this 
week, but have been running day runsev- 
ery day except Thursday, when they all 
closed down to goto the Terre Haute 
races. The mills have sold just about as 
much as they have manufactured this 
week. The tendency has been toward 
lower prices, on both flour and wheat, 
but it looks now as though prices 
were at the bottom. Farmers are not 
free sellers at present. Patent flour is 
bringing $3.15, straight $2.85, bran $12.- 
50, middlings $13.50. Local trade has 
been better the past two weeks than for 
some time. New England and the south 
are better buyers than they have been 
for six weeks.”’ 
W. J. Hargrave, Boonville: ‘‘We are 
still without enough water to run more 
than half time. Our local trade is good, 
and we could book orders to keep us go- 
ing full time if we hadthe water. Wehope 
it will rain soon, and fill our pool. No. 2 
wheat is selling locally at 58c. Money is 
easier.”’ 

Wellington, Schalk & Co., Anderson: 

‘We are doing all we can this week. Are 
having all the orders we can take care of 
for some time. Wheat is moving very 
slowly here. Can hardly get enough to 
keep the mill going. Seeding is all about 
done. There will be about half a crop 
sown in this section. Our corn crop will 
be light.”’ 
J. C. Daniels, Middletown: ‘‘We have 
nothing but the same old story of dull 
markets, with offers of flour below the 
cost of wheat, and, worst of all, too 
much politics on the part of congress. 
We have kept running full time, but will 
be shut down next week, placing some 
9x24 rolls. Our orders are well cleaned 
up, however, and, unless we can get bet- 
ter prices for flour than offers made in the 
last few days, we will be forced to ship 
wheat. Are paying 60cforwheat. Feed 
and flour are unchanged.” 





M. C. MeFeely &Co., Marion: ‘‘The mills 


. 
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here report a good local trade, both for 
flour and feed, with no change in prices, 
flour selling at $2.90 per bbl and feed at 
about $14 perton. Wheatis moving a 
little more freely since sowing, and prices 
are slightly lower today—57c per bu.’ 
R. P. Moore, Princeton: ‘The inquiry 

for flour the past week has been rather 
more active, and we have booked some 
very satisfactory sales. Though Chicago 
has declined a fraction daily for several 
days, we are still paying the same price 
for wheat. There seems to besomeurgent 
demand from millers north and as fareast 
as New York state for wheat, since they 
are bidding track in this section at 244@ 
4c per bu more than Toledo or seaboard 
markets would net. This leads me to 
think that we winter wheat millers can 
hold prices up on flour, and not be afraid 
when our friends down south notify us, 
‘Price too high; others offering less.’ I 
am Ww orking on this line, and notice they 

come in and take their ‘too high’ stuff all 
right. There is a rather small movement 
of wheat here now, owing to farmers be- 
ing busy prepar ing their ground for seed- 
ing. Recent rains have fixed them nicely 
for doing this. I am very glad to see Mr. 

Edgar has applied his ‘club to some of 
those eastern brokers. Mr. Edgar’s re- 
marks will apply equally to some south- 
ern brokers of the same sort. They repre- 
sent nobody but themselves and the buy- 
er, but the miller pays the bills.’ 

KENTUCKY NEWS. 


Lexington Roller Mills Co., Lexington: 
“The milling business has been very brisk 
with us this week. Arerunningfull time, 
mostly on orders taken a week or 10 
days ago, and, of course, are not getting 
as good prices as we could get today. 
We have advanced our prices 20¢ per bbl 
to our local trade, and they are perfectly 
satisfied, as they had expected prices to 
be higher. The basis of our shipping 
business is, $3.70 for patent and $3.20 
for straight. Are selling sacked bran _ lo- 
cally at $15 and our shipping business at 
$14. What we call the Kentucky Millers’ 
Association, but which is really com- 
posed of the millers within a radius of 
40 miles round Lexington, held its quar- 
terly meeting here Sept. 21. Wehada 
very fair attendance, but not as large as 
we would like to have had; however, the 
meeting was very pleasant,and we think 
profitable, to those who attended. At 
this meeting, we were honored by the 
presence of yourrepresentative, Mr. Perry, 
from Indianapolis, and we hope he can 
find it convenient to meet with us again. 
Had expected Blish from Seymour, but 
at the last moment he found he could 
not come. Did not write you a letter 
last week, so failed to tell you ubout our 
visit to Newport News, and the pleasant 
time we had. Were royally entertained 
by the Chesapeake & ¢ )hio road, and found 
that it had made splendid arrangements 
for handling export flour. We advise all 
millers who are doing export business to 
at least give it a trial shipment.” 

Model Roller Mill Co., Trenton: ‘‘Are 
running full time, with more orders than 
we are willing to accept. Are not book- 
ing anything over two weeks ahead. 
Flour is 10¢ per bbl higher than when we 
last reported. The local demand for bran 
is better than usual at this season of the 
year, at $13 per ton in carloads. Weare 
jobbing straights and patents at $3.35@ 
3.75. Wheat brings 55c for No.2. Ex- 
porters have reduced offers 3c per bu, but 
mills in Nashville and Clarksville, Tenn., 
are running the priceup. We hear 50c 
has been offered in this section.”’ 

George T. Hunter, Maysville: ‘This 
week has been comparatively a quiet one 
with us, owing to the fact that most of 
the farmers have finished delivering their 
crop. We still hear considerable com- 
plaint from them of the effect of the dry 
weather, as our recent rains have not 
been heavy enough to do much good in 
this immediate vicinity. We are running 
steadily, but are not ableto keep up with 
our orders, either for flour or millstuffs, 
for which we are getting fair prices, with 
a daily increasing demand. Collections 
are coming in freely, also orders accom- 
panied by cash, consequently the present 
indications are for better terms. Wheat 
is still quoted at 50c, but not many are 
selling, owing, probably, to the fact that 
the farmers are too busy with the work 
in the tobacco to leave home.”’ 

J. N. Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘The re- 
ceipts of wheat are so meagre that they 
sage | supply our daily needs, and we 
have had to begin on stored w heat. We 
expect receipts to be better in a week or 
10 days if wheat continues to decline. 
Farmers will not sell, however, if the price 
begins to advance again, as they do not 
sell on a rising market. Inquiryfor flour 
is still brisk, but buyers are not willing to 
pay much profit on the present cost of 
goods, hence they have accepted nothing 
from the other side. On account of the 
advance in the cost of wheat, wehavead- 
vanced prices of flour to our ‘local trade. 
Prices now are: Patent, $4; straight, 
$3.70. The ground is in good condition 
for plowing and seeding, and we look for 
the usual amount to be seeded in wheat.

Can not the con- 
signing miller learn of some other way to 
handle his business, that will not ruin the 
markets for himself and his neighbors?”

While flour on the 
spot is scarce and wanted, that intransit 
and booked at low prices is ample for all 
nearrequirements. The trade would again 
buy stock to arrive freely at and around 
old figures, but, while wheat shows no 
snap, and is banking up everywhere, it 
refuses absolutely to pay the present ask- 
ing prices. Ina word, until w ‘he: it shows 

some stability, our dealers prefer to real- 
ize, and then wait for a slump before re- 
plenishing. 

Winter patents, straights, clears, ex- 
tras and supers, on the spot, near by and 
to arrive from the west, nominally range 
respectively . $3.

The output of city 
mills for the week was slightly more than 
for last week—11,400 bbls. Clearances of 
flour were unusually heavy, while receipts, 
destined for shipment principally, were 
also large—71,971 bbls.

[Freight 
engagements for the week aggregate on- 
ly 22 loads, for wheat, corn and oats, 
which is a very poor showing indeed. 
Milling wheats are 1@2c¢ lower than they 
were a week ago. Speculation here is 
bearish on wheat again, seeing nothing 
in sight to bulliton. Someof our opera- 
tors think Chicago isin another hole, and 
that the December delivery day will be as 
bad with her as was July 1. The eleva- 
tor people out there are milking the 
crowd and making all the money, but it 
is generally thought the lambs will tire 
of paying the carrying charges by Decem- 
ber and lie down to rest. The elevator 
people, naturally enough, it being their 
meat and drink, will do all they can to 
prevent the stuff from going out, but, un- 
less Chicago soon gets into line with the 
east and does something more than acar- 
rying business, the handwriting is onthe 
wall, as far as she is concerned. This is 
what is paralyzing business—high prices 
west and low prices east—and, until the 
conditions are reversed, there can be no 
hope for improvement. ‘Stocks are piling 
up everywhere, and clearances from all 
ports show a big falling off. The New 
York weekly bank statement, issued to- 
day, was flattering as to reserves and 
deposits, but disappointing as to circula- 
tion. It showed that the banks were 
hoarding and keeping money from the 
channels of trade, which is a very bad 
sign. We want to see the circulation in- 
creasing, and not so much the reserves 
and deposits. The next visible is expect- 
ed to show another large increase. The 
trade, at this writing, is dead, and there 
is nothing more of interest to write 
about. Receipts of wheat for the week 
were 256,849 bus; stock today, 918,411 
bus.

The wheat market ruled very steady 


Prices trended down- 
ward, but the net loss for the week 
amounts to a fraction only. Receipts 
were about equal to those of the week be- 
fore, amounting to 1,162,000 bus, against 
1,166,000 bus for the preceding week, and 
1,978,000 bus forthe corresponding week 
of last year. Elevator men are anticipat- 
ing very heavy receipts after the lapse of 
afew weeks.

There was a fair demand for vessels to 
carry wheat to Buffalo at 2¢ up to 
Wednesday of last week, when the rate 
was advanced 4c, afew charters being 
made at that. On Thursday another (4c 
in the rate was secured, and at present 
the rate is firm at 234c, with business dull 
and but littl demand for boats at the 
advance. Should the ore rate continue 
to climb upward, the rate on grain will 
soon be much higher. 

In the action brought by the Minneapo- 
lis, St. Paul & Buffalo Steamship Co. 
against the American Steel Barge Co. for 
$141,000 claimed as damages because the 
whalebacks Washburn and Pillsbury fail 
to come up to the required contract in 
carrying capacity, Sheriff Sharvy seized 
the steamship Bartlett when she arrived 
in port last week. Her owners iminedi- 
ately gave bonds in twice the amount 
claimed in the action and thesteamer con- 
tinued her work. 

The Listman mill got started last Mon- 
day. It ran for about 24 hours assmooth- 
ly and satisfactorily as any new millever 
started out, when the breaking of the 
steam feed pipe that supplies the engine 
that operates the elevator caused a shut- 
down. After the mill had ground a few 
thousand barrels of flour the piston rod 
of the condenser broke, necessitating an- 
other short delay. The mill is now run- 
ning, and doing most excellent work. 
Head Miller Lang is very much pleased 
with the work of the mill. 

After much delay it was decided, by those 
interested, to ship to destination all flour 
that was on the Anchor line steamship, 
Codorus, when she was sunk in the har- 
bor two weeks ago by the Hadley, ex- 
cept that on which theCommercial Union 
earried a risk. This was the Imperial 
Mill Co.’s flour. There were about 1,500 
bbls of it. It was disposed of to the 
highest bidder, Pfohl & Son, of Buffalo, 
being the purchasers. The insurance 
companies’ representatives left for the 
east Friday afternoon. 

The Grand Republic mill will not make 
a start for about two weeks. As soonas 
the details of the work connected with 
getting the machinery ready for operation 
arecompleted, the mill will begin grinding. 
This work is being pushed along as rapid- 
ly as possible. The company has about 
20,000 bus of wheat on hand with which 
to makea beginning. As soon as the ele- 
vatorand cleaning machinery are readyto 
turn over, this will be taken into the ele- 
vator. The work of covering the elevator 
with corrugated iron is nearly completed. 

Ocean rates are steady and unchanged 
to points for which there is an active de- 
mand for vessel room, but a shade lower 
to other points of destination. The tend- 


ency of the situation is toward lower 
rates. In the aggregate, the export bus- 


iness of the country does not meet theex- 
pectations of the ocean lines, and they 
are cutting their cloth accordingly. Best 
offers made today on through and prompt 
shipments of flour were as follows, in cents 
per 100 Ibs: London, Bristol, 33.75; Liv- 
erpool, Glasgow, 31.21; Leith, 35.16; Am- 
sterdam, 32 Rotterdam, 31.50.

There is talk now that the Duluth «& 
Winnipeg railroad will be completed 
through to Winnipeg as soon as it can be 
done economically next year, and that the 
Canadian Pacific, which is said to have 
purchased the .Duluth & Winnipeg, will 
then build grain elevators in Duluth and 
conduct its lake business from this point 
rather than from its elevators at Port 
Arthur. If the line is completed through 
to Winnipeg it will be 200 miles shorter 
from that city to Duluth than to Fort 
William, while the rate on grain from the 
latter point to Buffalo is thesame as from 
Duluth. 

On Sept. 23 the Duluth Imperial Mill 
Co. divided $3,000 among the employes 
of the company, as their share of the 
profits of the business for the company’s 
last fiscal year. Each employe who 
had been with the company for one year 
or more received a life insurance policy 
paid up for one year, and what was left 
of the $3,000 was divided between them. 
This was done in accordance with a 
custom established several years ago by 
Manager Church. Although the amount 
received by the employes was less than in 
former years, each received a substantial 
check, besides his insurance policy. 

The action of the banks in narrowing 
their operations has caused the manage- 
ment of the Lake Superior mill to seek 
additional capital with which to handle 
the large business of the mill. A_ block 
of $100,000 of the company’s stock has 
been offered to the old stockholders at 
$1.04. The company has made consider- 
able money since it commenced opera- 
tions at Superior last February, so no 
difficulty is being experienced in placing 
this stock, even in the present times. This 
will give the company a large working 
capital, and enable it to handle its grow- 
ing business more economically thanever.
